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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

This office action is in response to amendnnent filed on 7/6/09. Of tlie previously 
presented claims 1, 6-12, and 17-22; claims 1 and 12 have been amended. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1,6-12, and 17-22 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The invention of the present application pertains to providing a background 
image on a display of a mobile telephone. Regarding independent claim 1 , the novelty 
of the invention lies in the combination of all the steps performed for providing the 
background image, mainly the limitation recited that the background images are 
retrieved by sending a request for the transmission of the image data to a base station 
upon a registering process after it is determined that no background images are stored 
locally that correspond to a network operator with which the communication device has 
registered. This limitation is neither taught nor suggested by the prior art. 

The closest prior art of record is Schuster et al. (US 6,650,901). Schuster 
discloses a system and method for providing location information and other information 
about a calling telephone to the caller during a telephone connection in a data network 
telephony system (abstract). Schuster teaches that during a registration request the 
service provider host communicates a response message to the phone that includes a 
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service provider logo (column 13, lines 44-61). In this citation the logo may be 
considered as a background image corresponding to a network operator; however there 
is no determination that the logo is not stored locally in the device before it is received 
from the network. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
